the property of Iuſtice to give to 


eyery man his due, (as the Jaw de- 
clares ieffthen this cannot bee deny- 
ed that it is the Office of jultice to 
give to all things that eſtimation is 
due unto them. Therefore, that 
light of the ſoule which ſets a true 
eſtimation upon each thing may fit- 
ly- bee termed the light of juſtice or 
underſtanding. And this is that the 
damn'd in hell complain'd they 
wanted here on earth. To judge 
then which were the richeſt and 
Rrongeſt Wines, to deck their heads 
with Garlands, and to provide deli- 
cates for their bellies : All theſe 
things they knew full well 3 but that 
theſe fading vanities were not to bee 
mere before the everlaſting dee 


ights,this they were ignorant of,and 


delighted in that Rupid-ignorance, 
which Iul'd them in ſecurity whil'ft - 
they tooke their b1! in ſhameful and _ 


= BY | 
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ſhort delights, which yet they priz'd 
ſo highly, that in compariſon of 
them, they lowly eſteemed” all the 
joyes of Heaven, ſet at nought thoſe 


everlaſting delights, while they rc- 


ſoly'd not to forſake their ſurfetring 
and drunkennefle, their venerous 
wantonneſlſe, aud other ſinfull plea- 
ſures of the fleſh, So deare and pre- 
cious to them, the liberty they took 
in {inning, that eternity was of no 
accompt with them 3 they lightly re- 
garded or indeed never thought of 
the life everlaſting. But this is a 
molt unjuſt eſtimation of things. 


Thelight of the underſtanding illu- - 
minated, with the knowledge of di- 
vine truths ſuggeſts a quite contrary 


leflon, teaching us that eterniry a= 
lone is highly to be eſteem'd, all o- 
ther things little or nothing to bee 


regarded. Therfore bave we erred, . 


this the voyce of the damn'd in bell 
aud that they have erred, it is plain 
and evident to themſelves, who fegle 


the ſharp puniſhment of their ſhor 
pleaſures, and, to thoſe who heate 
and reaas of their Þitter com | 


plaints. - 
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Therefore the light of * Righteouf 
eſſe hath not (bined unto us. This 
*is.a:; truth molt free fromrall doubt- 
"ing and exception. There be many 
that will-net underſtand, becaule 
"they are minded to doeevill and rio 
good. * Fhey flatter and tleceave 
themſelves with a” voluntary and
